Washington, April 1.—(Special.)—

and promises to be carried to the floor 
of the convention, which meets here 
on April 8 Miss Gerald, since her

for work on the advice of her attor- 
ney. She holds that Mrs. Scott had 
no authority to discharge her. She 
was appointed by the board of direc- 
tors at the suggestion of Mrs. Donald 
McLean, former president general, and 
holds that only the board has the 
power to remove her.. 

Dispute Over Salary. 

There has been a great row over 
Miss Gerald’s salary, which has been 
held up since her discharge. Mrs. 
Scott is paying salaries without the 
approval of the recording secretary. 
This action is held to be “revolution- 
ary’ .and “unconstitutional.” On learn- 
ing that his client’s salary had been 
held up, Attorney Williamson said:

300,000 MINERS 
WAIT CONTRACTS 


Miners and Operators to 
Hold Conference. 


It Is Hoped That Settlements 
on New Wage Contracts Will 
Be Reached---In Many Localli- 
ties Arrangements Made for 
Temporary Work. 


Indianapolis, Ind., April 1.—Not- 
withstanding that today was a stated 
holiday of the unién miners of the 
United States in celebratiof of the in- 
stitution of the eight-hour work day, 
the miners’ leaders and the operators’ 
association in the Wtumious coal 
fields were busy with preparations for 
conferences in which, it is hoped, set- 
tlements on new wage contracts will 
be reached that will speedily bring 
resumption of activity in the mines. 

Negotiations in the southwest, in Il- 
linois and western Pennsylvania prob- 
ably will be prolonged, for not only do 
some of the operators maintain that 
they cannot afford to pay the wage in- 
crease of 5 cents a ton demanded by 
the miners, but certain knotty prob- 
lems of mine operation are in contro- 
versy. 

In Iowa, western Kentucky, In- 
diana, Ohio and central Pennsylvania, 
the miners and operators seemed in 
a fair way tonight to come to an 
agreement meeting the miners’ stipu- 
lation for higher wages in a few days. 
In many localities temporary arrange- 
ments for oontinuing work in the 
mines were formulated. 

Pending the signing of permanent 
two-year contracts, however, between 
250,000 and 300,000 miners will be idle.

Car Was Being Driven 
at High Speed. 


Savannah Society Men, Albert

Cairo Speech Meaty Sub- 
ject for Writers.

It Will Cost $50,000, and Will 
Be Built by Three Railroads 
on South Side of the Louis- 
ville and Nashville Freight 
Depot. 


The Louisville and Nashville, Atianta 
and West Point and the Georgia rail- 
roads will build at once an elevated 
driveway the entire length of. the south 
side of the Louisville and .

Harbor Activity Is Consider- 
ably Diminished in 
Volume. : 


New York, April 1—New York har- 
bor activity was considerably dimin- 
ished in volume today.

Washington, April 1-——The publicity 
feature of the corporation tax law was 
under discussion during the entire ses- 
sion of the house today. The senate 
had provided, in an amendment to the 
legislative, executive and judicial ap- 
propriation bill for publicity of cor- 
poration reports upon approval of the 
president alone under regulations to be 
formulated by the secretary of the 
treasury. After the bill had been com- 
pieted, Representative Fitzgerald, of 
New York, attempted to recommit it 
with instructions for a report forth- 
with containing an amendment repeal- 
ing the Payne-Aldrich tariff law. By 
a strict party vote, 150 to 116, Speaker 
Cannon's ruling that this motion was 
out of order was sustained, 

Senator Root today concluded his 
speech in the senate in support of the: 
administration railroad bill, and the 
further consideration of that’ measure 
was postponed until Monday. 

The senate passed the bill, amending 
the employers’ liability law in respect 
to the jurisdiction of state courts in 
railroad damage suits. The liability bill 
will now go to conference.

STRIKE AT LOUISVILLE 


Four Factories Are Closed and 
Thirty-Two Hundred 
Women Are Out. 


Louisville, Ky., April 1.—Since Wed- 
nesday afternoon, when one of the girl 
employees in a plant of the American 
Tobacco concern here jumped ‘to the 
tup of a table and, by a cry of fire, 
sent 500 women and girls flying down 
the vrtairways and fire escapes, there 
has been a steady exodus of employees 
from the company’s factories in this 
city.

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OLD WORLD COURT GOSSIP

Prince Alexander Bariatinski, who 
has just died at Florence, leaving a 
couple of littie boys, was a son-in-law 
of Emperor Alexander Il., of Russia: 
For the now widowed Princess -Cath- 
erine BariatinsKi is the child whom 
the murdered czar dandled on his 
kree and to whom he gave his last em- 
brace on leaving the palace: of- her 
mcther, after luncheon there on March 
13, 1881, to go to his shocking doom 
a few minutes later at the hands of 
the Nihilists. 

She is the youngest of the three 
children borne to the ill-fated auto- 
crat by Princess Catherine Dolgorouka, 
who received the name of Yourieffska, 
along with the princely title for her- 
self and her children, on the occasion 
of her morganatic marriage .to the 
emperor, less than a year before his 
death. The children were born several 
years prior to this marriage, and dur- 
ing the lifetime of the czar’s imperial 
consort, Empress Marie. 

Bankruptcy «Created Sensation. 

Alexander Bariatiniski was &@ cap- 
tain of the regiment of Chevalier 
Gverd up to the time of his bank- 
ruptcy three years ago, which created 
a tremendous’ sensation. For al- 
though there are plenty of Russian; 
nobles who, being ruined through ex- 
travagance, and especially by high play, 
quietly disappear from the scene, cases 
of bankruptcy judicially declared, are 
extremely rare among the Russian ar- 
istocracy. 

There was something peculiarly dis- 
graceful about his bankruptcy; dis- 
creditable, not so much ‘to himself, as 
to his mother-in-law, the Princess 
Yourieffska. For when Czar Alex- 
ar der was murdered, it was found that 
he had taken the precaution of de- 
positing some time previously, a sum 
estimated at considerably over $25,- 
000,000 in her name, and for the benefit 
of herself and her children, in the 
Bank of England, besides making 
other investments abroad with the 
same object in view. 

He knew full well that owing to the 
manner in which he had neglected his 
first wife, the Empress Marie, for the 
sake of the princess, the latter would 
receive but scant consideration at the 
hands of his son and successor, Alex- 
ander III. 

Princess Yourieffska therefore, 
enormously rich, having,:it is under- 
stood, almost doybled her fortune by 
judicious fnvestments. “But she has 
also earned the reputation; from one 
end of Europe to the other, of avarice 
of the most sordid character, and 
though the money given and 0be- 
queathed to her by her husband, Al- 
exander II., was intended-for the ben- 
efit of his and her children, quite as 
much as for herself, she has always 
treated them in the most shabby man- 
ner, from a ffnancial point of view. 

Refused Dowries to Daughters. 

Her..two. girls, Princess Olga and 
Princess Gatherine, were repeatedly 
engaged before- finally married, the 
match in‘every instance being broken 
off on account of the refusal of their 
mother to give. them a dowry, or any- 
thing beyond a small allowance, the 
payment of which was-wholly depend- 
ent upon her caprice and her pleasure. 

Projected allowances with Count 
Boson de Talleyrand-Perigord, who 
afterwards married Levi P. Morton’s 
daughter, and was divorced by her,

In Financial Straits. 

But the Bariatinskis were in finan- 
cial difficulties from the time of their 
wedding, nine years ago. The prince’s 
own means were restricted to an al- 
lowance of about $10,000, voluritarily 
paid to him by his parents, and he 
was heavily in debt at the time of his 
marriage. Princess Yourieffska de- 
clined to give her daughter any dowry 
and limited her allowance to $10,000, 
which was not very regularl? paid. 
Naturally the young people, beth of 
them accustomed to extravagance, and. 
reputed to .be enormously rich, be- 
came involved in financial difficulties, 
and the prince began giving notes, 
notably’ for jewelry, horses, carriages, 
etc. These notes, having been dis- 
counted, were dishonored on presen- 
tation, and the prince’s creditors, find- 
ing that he was unable to do anything 
toward even.a compromise of his lia- 
bilities, and that his multi-million- 
aire mother-in-law declined to raise a 
finger, or to advance a cent to-save 
him from disgrace, invoked the courts 
at St. Petersburg and secured a decree 
of bankruptcy: against him. 

Prince Alexander was a younger 
brother of that Prince Vladimir Ba- 
riatinski, who quarreled with his par- 
ents, by quitting the navy, on which 
he was sérving as a lieutenant of the

Beyond 
the fact that this is practically “ticket 
scalping,” which is prohibited by law, 
few men would put themselves to the 
trouble for the small amount to be 
gained. And, even if they did, the road 
would haul only one passenger, and for 
his passage someone would have al- 
ready paid. 

“The argument that like privileges 
would have to be granted to other cities 
in the south, doesn’t go. No other city 
in the south can advance the same ex- 
cellent reasons for the granting of 
such privileges that Atlanta can. And

GOVERNOR BROWN ADVOCATE — 
OF LAUGHTER AND OF JOKES 


Governor Joseph M. Brown, of Geor- 
gia, not a humorist? 

Samuel G. Blythe, originator and 
conductor of the “Who's Who—and 
Why” feature of The Saturday Eve- 
ning Post, should prime his guesser 
and take another shot at the distin- 
guishing characteristics of Georgia's 
chief ‘executive. 

“He is intensely serious, 
laughs and never jokes.” 

Thus does Blythe blithely remark 
concerning Governor Brown in last 
week's issue of The Post. 

Governor Laughs Frequently. 

Now, Governor Brown frankly and 
fearlessly admits the indictment that 
he is serious; one may say he admits 
that at times he is intensely serious. 
But to the charge that he “rarely 
laughs and never jokes’ *the governor 
demurs and flies a cross-bill. 

“Why,” says the governor, “if there 
had been anything in that time-worn 
injunction to ‘laugh and grow’ fat,’ I 
couldn't pass through an ordinary 
door, instead of having to stand twice 
in the same place to cast a respect+ 
able shadow. 

“Now as to my joking propensities, 
IT am not 80 sanguine. It may be true 
that what I have frequently considered 
jokes (when~I told them) may have 
aroused no other emotion in mv au- 
dience than an overwhelming desire to 
sob.’”’ 

Then the governor warmed up for 
fair on the subject of jokes. 

“Mrs. Brown says,” said he, “thatI am 
about the biggest joke she knows any- 
thing about, but she is only a woman 
and is not supposed to know every- 
thing. But et any rate, I think she 
has good judgment on jokes because 
she always laughs when I tell one. 
When your wife laughs at one of your 
jokes you can always afford to tell it 
in a crowd. The point may be so ob- 
scure that nobody will ever see it, 
but you'll have the advantage by hav- 
ing them guessing what it was for the 
rest of the session. 

Bars Assault and Battery. 

“T don’t believe in committing as- 
sault and battery on a joke by taking 
it by the scruff of the neck and lugging 
it violently into a conversation, but 
there -can be no doubt that nothing 
turns a point quite so well as a joke 
when it applies, and there is never any

excuse for telling a joke unless it does 
apply.” »

Jokes About His Books. 

The governor frankly confessed that 
he is not good looking and he fre- 
quently makes it the point of a joke. 

In one of his after-election speeches 
he said: 

“IT had grave doubts of my election 
until 1 was told one day that every- 
body was unanimous in the. opinion 
that I was the ugliest man Georgia 
ever saw. From that time forward I 
was confident. The biggest party in 
this state is the ‘homely party,’ and 
I knew if would not desert its ac- 
knowledged leader.” 

In one of his speeches the governor 
replied to a charge that he was not the 
author of numerous cards which he 
published during the gubernatorial 
c@mpaign. ‘ 

' “Tf I didn’t write them,” said he, ‘“‘T 
think I at least deserve some credit 
for selecting a man who could get 
the results I wanted.”

It will haul fifteen prisoners at a time, runs fast and smooth, and will revolutionize the carrying of prison- 


ers to the police barracks. 


Members of the police board took the first ride in it Friday morning and reported 


that the car was all that could be desired, provided you were desiring such a ride. 


There is one automobile in Atlanta 
in which no joy ride will be taken. It 
is the new patrol wagon, which the 
city has purchased, and which went 
into commission for the first time yes- 
terday morning. 

The patrol car was taken to the 
poliee barracks, and from there nine 
of the police commissioners took a 
ride just «o see “how the thing work- 


ed.” They called it a “joy ride,’ but 
several of them remarked that it would 


be the last time that a joy ride would 
be taken in it. 

' Hereafter, when there comes a call 
to the barracks for a_patrol, instead of 
the old rickety wagon, pulled by a 
slow jogging horse, the auto will dash 
out and ‘reach the officer waiting with 
his prisoner before he has had time 
to write out a subpoena for the wit- 
nesses in the case. 

The business of hauling prisoners to 
the barracks will be revolutionized, 
and a great deal of time saved. 

The resolution to buy an auto-patrol 


was introduced in the police board by 
former Councilman F. J. Spratling, and 
he pushed the matter through council. 

Not only will the prisoners be rush- 
ed quickly to the barracks, but they 
will hereafter be Kept out of the .win- 
ter’s cold and the summer’s heat and 
the rains for all seasons. 

The big car will accommodate twelve 
or fifteen prisoners at one time. It was

TRUST CONTROLS 
WINDOW GLASS 


Pittsburg Officers Com- 


plete Inquiry. 


To Report to Special Grand 
Jury---Charged That Imperial 
Company Controls Thirty- 
Three Factories --- Manufac- 
turers Summoned. 


Pitsburg, April 1.—It was learned to- 
night that, after a three-months’ in- 
vestigation, federal officers. are ready 
to present to a special grand jury here 
next Monday evidence proposing to 
show that the Imperial Window Glass 
Company is a trust in violation of the 


Sherman act. 

The corporation, formed under the 
laws of West Virginia, is said to con- 
trol thirty-three large manufactories 
of window glass in eleven different 
states. 

The company named has factories 
and offices in Illinois, Indiana, Kansas, 
Massachusetts, Michigan, North Caro- 
lina, New York, Ohio,,Pennsylvania and 
West Virginia. Many prominent glass 
manuffcturers from these states are 
said to have been served with sub- 
poenas to appear before the grand jury 
as witnesses. 

United States District Attorney John 
H. Jordan has conducted the investi- 
gation and his contention bé@fore the 
grand jury will be that the Imperial 
Window Glass Company has violated 
the anti-trust laws by maintaining a 
monopoly of the window’ glass busi- 
ness in restraint of trade. A corps of 
investigators from the department of 
justice at Washington has been as- 
sisting Mr. Jordan and it is said that 
a mass of evidence has been prepared. 

The grand jury which will hear the 
cases is one selected in the United 
States district court last Wednesday 
and which convenes Monday. If the 
government is sustained in its conten- 
tions, the cases will be prosecuted, it 
is said, in the May term of the United 
States district court.

The republicans were divided in 
Support of the. bill introduced in the 
senate by Nelson, which would give 
the president absolute authority § to 
withdraw public lands for conserva- 
tion purposes or classification, and the 
bill introduced in the house by Mr. 
Pickett, of Iowa, which would ac- 
complish the same purpose and in ad- 
dition validate all past withdrawals. 
Both measures would provide that the 
withdrawals should remain in force 
until revoked by the president or by 
act of congress. 

After the democrats on the commit- 
tee assailed the attitude of both fac- 
tions of the republicans, the latter 
made an effort to reach an agreement 
and it was reported tonight that Mr. 
Pickett would consent to the elimina- 
tion of that portion of his bill which 
would validate past withdrawals by 
the jnterior department. 

The latter clause, it is said, was in- 
tended to validate certain withdrawals 
that were made under the Roosevelt 
administration.

EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 
TO FIX PRIMARY DATE 


Also Date of the Congressional 
rimaries---Attention Is 
Called to ‘Law. 


Washington, April 1.—(Special.j— 
The date of the congressional prima- 
ries in Georgia, as well as that of the 
state primary, must be fixed this year 
by the state democratic executive com- 


mittee. 

This provision of the primary elec- 
tion law, adopted in 1908, is being 
called to the attention of the press by 
Representative Bartleet. I nhis lette 
he says: 

“Under the act of 1908 the candidates 
for governor, state house officers, 
members of congress, United States 
senators,.judges of the superior court, 
justices of the supreme court, judges of 
the court of appeals, solicitors general 
and members of the general assembly 
shall be voted for on one and the 
same day throughout the state, and 
on such date as may be fixed by the 
state executive committee, provided 
that the state executive committee 
shall not fix a date for such general 
primary election earliar than sixty 
days before the general state election 
im October. This act further provides 
that the executive committee of the 
party may formulate rules and regu- 
lations for the holding of the primary 
and for making the returns thereof te 
the proper authorities, and a second 
primary may be called if there is a 
failure to make a valid nomination, 
or in consequence of a contest.

ON RAILROAD CONTROL 
VIEWS ARE DIVERGENT 


Measure Drafted by Wicker- 
sham Is Being Debated 
in the Senate. : 


Washington, April 1.—Widely diverg- 
ing views on regulative control of com- 
mon carriers, ineluding a split minor- 
ity presentation, are expressed in re- 
ports which accompanied the submis- 
sion of the administration railroad bill 
to the house by the interstate com- 
merce commission today. 

That measure, drafted by Attorney 
General Wickersham at the instance 
of President Taft, introduced by Repre- 
sentative Townsend of Michigan, and 
transformed by radical changes in 
house committee into a substitute 
measure, already is being debated in 
the senate, and in the house probably 
will follow the naval appropriation 
bill. 

Chairman Mann, who will act as 
sponsor for the bill, though opposed to 
the commerce court and other of its 
provisions, will seek to fix a date on 
Monday, but members of the commit- 
tee are of the opinion that the naval 
bill probably will occupy all of next 
week. 

The’ majority report, which Chairman 
Mann signed with the other republican 
members, stamps the proposed legisla- 
tion as even more important than any 
preceding acts for the control of inter- 
state and foreign railroads, imposing 
no undue hurdens nor interference with 
railway management and conferring 
larze benefits upon the shippers and 
public-at-large. 

The minority report, striking at the 
commerce court, declared “no untried, 
experimental legislation of a doubtful 
constitutional character should be ena 
tered upon by congress at this time, 
when neither consumers, shippers nor 
raiiroads ask for such legislation.”

Anti-Saloon League Dis- 
cusses Situation. 


At Morning Session Many Min- 
isters Are Censured for Fail- 
ure to Fight for Enforcement 
of Prohibition Laws---Reports 
Made From Many States. 


If the Anti-Saloon League can suc; 
cessfully carry out the plans formu- 
lated in yesterday afternoon’s session 
at the First Baptist church those citi- 
zens of Atlanta who are bibulously in- 
clined will be deprived of even their 
near beer. 

After a general discussion, in which 
the need of law enforcement was 
shown, Chairman A. R. Holderby arose 
and stated that he wished that the

league would form some definite plans 
and take steps toward changing con- 
ditions in Georgia and Atlanta. 

The near beer situation was then 
thoroughly thrashed out. It was 
shown that the dealers of this city 
not only sell a near beer that is in- 
toxicating, but that real beer can be 
without much trouble. The 
difficulty of convicting the dealers 
under the present law is very great. 
This, it was stated, is largely due to 
the fact that the state tax of $200 on 
the saloons is generally considered as 
a license, and it is not thought feas- 
ible to convict a dealer as long as 
he sells nothing stronger than beer. 


Would Foree Decision. 


Rev. W. M. Pinson, a member of the 
Law Enforcement. League of Missis- 
sippi, claimed that the Georgia law 
would cover the situation if it were 
literally interpreted. He showed that 
a similar state of things had existed 
in Mississippi under the same law 
and that the prohibition forces of that 
State had forced an issue on the literal 
interpretation of the law by carrying 
it to the supreme court. That body 
handed down a decision that any bev- 
erage from which a drop of alcohol 
could be extracted was an alcoholic 
liquor, and as a result the near beer 
dealers were driven from the state. 
Mr. Pinson did not doubt but that a 
similar step could be taken in Georgia 
and offered to conduct such a cam- 
paign himself. 

The morning gession of the conveh- 
tion was devoted to reports on the 
prohibition movement in Florida, Ken- 
tucky, Louisiana, Tennessee and North 
Carolina. In two of these reports the 


| inactivities of ministers was criticised, 


it being intimated that they are often 
influenced by influential anti-prohibi- 
tion church members into showing less 
activity. in the anti-liquor crusade 
than they should. 

According to Dr. J. J. Thompson, 
Florida is now the center of the bit- 
terest, of all prohibition fights.

Opposes Prohfbition Law. 

W. R. Hamilton, reporting for Ten- 
nessee, said that the entire state ad- 
ministration is opposed to the present 
prohibition law in force there. How- 
ever, except in the cities of Nashville, 
Chattanooga and Memphis, the meas- 
ure is’ being strictly observed. 

In spite of the near beer saloons and 
the jug trade, the prohibition law in 
North Carolina has resulted in the 
cleaning of politics, the decrease of 
crime and the amelioration of religious 
and educational conditions. Dr. R. M. 
Davis, in making this report, criticised 
the inactivities of the ministry. He 
said in part: ‘‘North Carolina is suf- 
fering today because the preachers are 
not doing what they should. Church 
and preachers were eager enough for 
prohibition, but now that we have it, 
they hesitate to insist from their pul- 
pits on civic righteousness.” 

Speaking on the same subject, W. R. 
Hamilton, of Tennessee, said: “A small 
following of the devil in our churches 
has closed the mouths of too many 
ministers on the prohibition question. 
These are strong words, but they are 
true. Too many of our preachers 
listen too often to influential mem- 
bers of their congregations who are 
anti-prohibitionists.” 

Eloquent Talks Made. 

At the evening session, Rev. 8S. R. 
Belk, D. D., of Atlanta, presiding, two 
of the most é@loquent addresses yet 


the first by Ernest H. Cherrington, edi- 
tor of The American Issue, Ohio, and 
the second by Hon. D. C. McMullen, 
state senator from Florida. 

By tracing the growth of the prohi- 
bition movement, Mr. Cherrington 
showed that the most important ele- 
ment of its success is not the spas- 
medic, emotional reform, not the pass- 
ing of lews, but the long and tedious 
creation of public opinion. As long 
ago as 1733 Governor Oglethorpe, of 
Georgia, secured a law from the Eng- 
lish parliament, which prohibited the 
importation of liquor. In 1757 an ordi- 
nance was passed which prohibited 
the granting of licenses to any trades- 
men except those who could not make 
an honest living. After that time, 
hewever, the movement lost ground 
urtil recent years when its success, 
due to public opinion, has been most 
gratifying.

NIGHT HOURS 


How a policeman should act when 
he meets a man on the streets late at 
night and desires to investigate the 
cause of the nocturnal perambulation, 
is a question which is being discussed 
in police circles just at present. 

There are said to be some policemen 
who have a way of accosting a person 
out late at night in a very rude man- 
ner. In such a case if the person ad- 
dressed is a suspect or crook the 
rough salutation of the officer may be 
all right, but if the citizen spoken to 
chances to be one of respectability 
and who has a perfectly lawful right 
to be on the streets after hours, a 
rude salutation is apt to cause fric- 
tion and a rough answer back to the 
policeman may bring about an arrest 
which could have been avoided. In 
other words, according io the old 


proverb, “a soft answer turneth away 
wrath.” 


There have been cases of late in the 
recorder’s court which would not have 
resulted ig the policeman hed used a 
little more policy and judgment. 
Cases made under such circumstances 
are nearly always dismissed by the 
recorder. 

It is said that this matter will be 
shortly taken up by the chairman of 
the police board and the chief of 
police. 

It will probably be stated to the 
members of the police force that a 
man has a rig‘. to be out on the 
streets late at night, at any old hour, 
if he is not engaged in some unlawful 
pursuit or is not loafing or idling. 
There are lots of men who are kept 
out late and while the policeman has 
a right to accost all such, there is a 
way to do it that will not. provoke an 
unpleasantness between citizen and 
officer.
